The government will obtain partic- 
ularg of the age, physical condition, 
domestic responsibilities, willingness 
to serve in various capacities of every 
man and woman in Canada, 

It is likely the 1940 registration 
will tabluate more than 7,000,000 per- 
sons. 

There will be as many registration 
districts as polling subdivisions in an 
election. 

Questions asked the Canadian peo- 
ple will include place and date of 
birth, racial origin, military training, 
if any; occupations. Men will be 
asked if they have offered to join the 
defence forces, Any physical infirm- 
ities will be entered in the forms.

Soon the hot season will be here

Water and Milk Supplies: Of these 
factors none are quite so important 
as the water and milk supplies, par- 
ticularly if children are of the group. 
Other factors which should interest 
the holiday makers if the holiday is /| 
to be spent in one’s cottage or camp 
are the disposal of night soil and gar- 
bage. If bathing beaches are avail- 
able they must be selected with re- 
ference to safety of swimmers and 
freedom. from sewage. 

Most persons regard sparkling wa- 
ter from a stream, the old-fashioned 
well and wayside springs to be the 
sources of pure water. Very often 
they are just the opposite. Water, 
like individuals, corresponds to the 
company it keeps. If brooks, springs 
and wells are exposed to the contam- 
ination of numbers of persons, it is 
very often dangerous. Water com- 
ing from creviced rock may carry the 
germs of disease from considerable 
distances. Wells without a sealed 
top or whose walls are constructed of 
loose stones will readily admit sur- 
face contamination. The water sup- 
ply of small towns and villages can- 
not always be trusted to be pure. 
Health departments of large cities 
and Provincial Health Departments 
usually supply containers for free ex- 
amination of water and in some cases 
tablets which will purify suspicious

Orgamzations Can Now 
Obtain Certificates 


Answering the request of a number 
of patriotic groups in Canada, the 
War Savings Committee today an- 
nounced the broadening of regula- 
tions covering the issue of War Sav- 
ings Certificates. Certificates have 
heretofore been issued only to indiv- 
idyals, but these will be issuable in 
future to specific groups of individ- 
uals who wish to act in concert. . 

Limitations as to the amount of 
$500 which may be purchased in any 
single year, and other conditions re- 
main unchanged. 

Under the new regulations, incor- 
porated or unincorporated bodies or- 
ganized for the purpose of carrying 
on, without pecuniary gain to their 
members, objects of a national, muni- 
cipal, patriotic, religious, educational, 
charitable, professional, social or 
sporting character or the like, includ- 
ing service clubs, labour and fratern- 
al organizations, excepting those act- 
ing primarily as insurance or benefit 
societies, will be permitted to pur- 
chase War Savings Certificates. 

With the revised authority, ap- 
proved by Order-in-Council, the War 
Savings Committee is authorized to 
determine whether any group is elig- 
ible to purchase War Savings Certifi- 
cates under the provisions of the reg- 
ulations.

Must Turn In All 
Firearms to R.C.M.P. 


Sergt. J. Collett, R.C.M.P., calls at- 

tention to the imperative order in re- 
spect to firearms. Any person resid- 
ing in Canada who is not a British 
subject, must turn in to the nearest 
R.C.M.P. detachment immediately 
any firearms, ammunition, etc., which 
he or she may have in his or her pos- 
session. 
'. There is strict enforcement of Reg- 
ulation No. 37A of Defence of Canada 
Regulations which is as follows: “The 
possession of firearms or any am- 
munition therefor, or any dynamite, 
gunpowder or other dangerous ex- 
plosive within Canada by any person 
who is an alien, or any person of Ger- 
man or Italian origin, who has be- 
come a naturalized British subject 
since the first day of September, 1929, 
is prohibited.”

Moisture Needed To 
Assure Full Crop 


The Bank of Montre Montreal crop report 
says that crop conditions in most 
parts of Manitoba and Alberta are 
satisfactory at present, but in Sas- 
katchewan many districts require 
good rains to prevent further deterior- 
ation. Heading of wheat is general 
throughout the Prairie Provinces and 
the growth of coarse grains is mainly 
favorable. Some light damage from 
hail has occurred in scattered local- 
ities. Grasshoppers have caused 
serious damage in south-eastern Al- 
berta and south-western Saskatche- 
wan. Pastures are in good condition 
in most districts. In the Province of 
Quebec crops have made only slow 
progress, owing to continuance of un- 
seasonably low temperatures and ex- 
cessive rains; warm, dry weather 
would rapidly improve the outlook. 
In Ontario satisfactory weather con- 
ditions have prevailed during the 
past week and the general outlook is 
now good. In the Maritime Prov- 
inces the past week has seen a con- 
tinuance of unfavorable weather con- 
ditions and the season generally con- 
tinues backward. In British Colum- 
bia hot, dry weather continues and 
although in general crop conditions at 
present are satisfactory, rain is ur- 
gently needed to prevent early de- 
terioration. 

Well distributed rains in central 
and southern areas of Alberta have 
checked deterioration and crop con- 
ditions throughout the Province re- 
main generally satisfactory. Wheat 
is mostly in shot blade and in some 
districts has commenced to head: out. 
Hail losses are slight. Coarse grains 
continue to make good progress. The 
sugar beet crop is in favorable condi- 
y~ and forage crops are good. 

Saskatchewan, moderately 
me rains have fallen in the north- 
eastern section of the Province but 
in many other districts, particularly 
the central area, ‘good rains are ur- 
gently required. Heading out of the 
wheat is well advanced and crops in 
the north-eastern, west central and 
south-western sections are progress- 
ing satisfactorily.”

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ATREE AFTER aN 
GRADE HAS BEEN

. “Wells” to keep trees well 


Frequently when building, it be- 
comes necessary to change the 
grade line about a healthy, well- 
established tree. When the fill is 
less than 12 inches higher than the 
original soil level, the tree can be 
portected by putting a layer of 
coarse gravel over the soil surface 
holding the tree. This layer of 
gravel should extend. just* beyond 
the branch spread. Topsoil can 
then be spread over the gravel as 
a soil blanket on which to grow 
grass. .This layer of soil. however, 
should be kept at least 15 inches 
away from the tree trunk. 

When the fill about a tree is more 
than a foot deep, a well should be 
built around the tree’s trunk, as is 
shown in the accompanying Gar- 
den-Graph. The well should be as 
large as possible in diameter in or- 
der to permit air to circulate, about 
the trunk of the tree. In a few 
years the roots of the tree will 
come to the surface and then it will 
be possible to fill the well with soil 
up to the desired grade level. .
